THANKSGIVING

“Offer unto God thanksgiving; and 
pay thy vows unto the most High.” 
Psa, 50:14, 

The word “thanksgiving” appears 
twenty times in the Old Testament. 
Hight of the twenty are found in 
Psalms, The word only appears eight 
times in the entire New Testament. 
Thanksgiving in Hebrew is “towdah,” 
meaning adoration. Thanksgiving in 
the Greek is “eucharistia” which 
means grateful language to God, as an 
act of worship. Each psalm in the 
Book of Psalms is arranged under 
some topic which appears prominently 
in it. 

The fiftieth Psalm, of which the 
above text is taken, deals with the 
majesty of God in the Church, and 
shows that the pleasure of God is not 
in ceremonies but in sincerity of obe- 
dience. It is not enough for us to con- 
fess faith in the Bible as the inspired 
Word of God. A life with daily prac- 
tices and conduct in conformity with 
its teachings is the demand. “Be ye 
doers of the word and not hearers 
only.” It is too often the case that we 
do not give the more earnest heed to 
those things which we hear. “With 
the heart man believeth, and with the 
mouth confession is made.” This is a 
very outstanding characteristic of a 
consecrated soul to God, the burning 
desire to confess Christ to others. 

In these last days which have 
brought to us great blessings, together 
with perplexities too numerous to men- 
tion, we have much to give thanks to 
God for. AS A NATION we have much 
to give thanks for. While many of 
our sister nations have met with in- 
ternal troubles which have resulted 
in loss of life and property and na- 
tional standing, this, our fair land of 
the United States of America, still 
waves the flag of peace and coopera- 
tion. And too, our nation has had the 
privilege of showing the good Samari- 
tan spirit in helping others. This is 
cause to give thanks. 

It seems to be almost second nature 
‘to some folk to look on the dark side 
of every question and situation. We all 
must recognize the bad along with the 
good, but despite all the unpleasant 
and unprofitable condition that exists, 
due to the unemployment situation 
and general depression, I say we have 
reason to give thanks to God, realiz- 
ing that as a nation we could be in 
much worse circumstances. “Let us be 
thankful.” 

AS A CHURCH, a group of God’s 
called out ones, we have cause to be 
thankful. Right along with all the oth- 
er prophecies that are being fulfilled 
relative to the nations’ wars, earth- 
quakes, pestilences, etc., the prophecies 
concerning God’s people are being ful- 
filled very rapidly and impressively. 
“And when these things begin to come 
to pass, then look up, and lift up your 
heads; for your redemption draweth 
nigh,” Luke 21:28. If we will acquaint 
ourselves with God’s Word, we can 
truly say with the Apostle Paul, “And 
we know that all things work together 
for good to them that love God, to 
them who are the called according to 
his purpose,” Rom. 8:28. Every trial 
is a blessing, just a little blessing in 
disguise, to purify and bring out the 
true qualities which God is so much 
desirous that we manifest jin every- 
day life. Then I say as a Church we 
should offer unto God thanksgiving 
for past blessings and success and for 
the present opportunities to accom- 
plish greater good than at any time 
in the past. 

The past year’s increase in souls 
saved together with those embracing 
fellowship to walk together in service 
for God, with the many who have tar- 
ried for heart cleansing and Spirit 
Baptism, all brings spontaneous praise 
and thanksgiving.
